Another method of reasoning adopted in the 
u feuort” to show that “ riding to exchange is a 
r Sns service ami falls in perfectly with the 
deJni of the-Sabbath,” is, that “riding to preach 
lawful oh .he same principle that riding to hew 
is lawful. These cases are not at all parallel-— 

The parishioner rides two or five miles because le 
resides this distance from his appropriate place ot 
woishin and it is his soiarmi duty to go to toe 
house of God. Hi? minister may with entire 
propriety do so too, it he live so tar from his ap 
proprime place ol’ worship. But when he ex- 
chan-nis labors as a personal convenience and 
ride/two or five or fifteeu miles, the case becomes 
totally another case.’ He is then riding as a mat¬ 
ter of pleasure, not of duty,—nnd, therefore it is 
unlawful; and the community at large, id the ex¬ 
ercise of their common sense, see it so. 

It is further affirmed in the “report, that al¬ 
ter all there must, and will be, much ruling on the 
Sabbath in discharging the duties of the ministry. 

This will doubtless be so, provided the principles 

of the aforesaid “report” be extensively adopted. 

But if ministers will just recollect that the motive 
for an exchange is usually persona convenience, 
and that it is unlawful to ride on the Sabbath lot 
personal accommodation,—and go to the neigh¬ 
boring parish on Saturday, except when the prov¬ 
idence of God [circumstances] prevent, and there 
need be. and will be but little riding on the Sab¬ 
bath in discharging the duties of the ministry. 

it is affirmed also in the “ report that the law¬ 
fulness of a ministers riding on tl.« Sabbatli, de¬ 
pends upon the nature of hisemploymen . lh^ 
must be. doctrine,found any where but m the word 
of God. We have yet to learn that the Bible 
sanctions ibis principle. If the “ report” had af¬ 
firmed that ministers ride on Sabbath exchanges, 
because it suits their personal convenience, we 
could make no serious objection to the proposition 
as stating a matter of fact. 

There are other remarks in that “ report” which 
1 intended to notice, but want of time forbids. 

Before 1 close this article (already too long) 
permit me to mention some seven reasons against 
Sabbath riding on exchanges. 

1st. Sabbath riding on exchanges is a violation 
of the fourth command. This command forbnls 
all labor by ourselves nnd our cattle on the Sab¬ 
bath—ami requires all our labor in six days. 

Riding to exchange -is not in any sense a religious 
service, except when the providence of God make, 
it necessary—hut it is to all intents forbidden la- 
hor I have never vet seen a sound argument 
advanced, to show that traveling on the Sabbath 
for an ordinary exchange (which none can deny 
is a matter of personal convenience) (litters trom 
traveling on ordinary business; and all good men 
•will agree that traveling seven of fifteen miles up¬ 
on ordinary business would lie a violation of the 
fourth command. Neither the law nor the 
gospel intimates that there is one Sabbath days 
journey for the priest and another lor the people. 

2.1. Sabbath riding on exchanges, except where 
special providences intervene, is strictly a secular 
.service : as truly so as the building of houses for 
public worship. Riding to the house ol God, or 
within one’s appropriate sphere of labor, as we 
have remarked, is a solemn, duty and therefore 
.lawful. All ordinary riding beyond this is not 
botmden duty, and is of a secular character, and 
therefore unlawful. 

3d. Sabbath riding on exchanges, except ill 
verv special cases, is unnecessary. Every minister 
who has set his face against it, has found it Un.ic- 
•cMsory. Many minister*are ready to bear wit¬ 
ness on this point. “ Sinceritas tells ns tlmt in 
nine years lie lias found it necessary m but two 

instances, and one of those was to return to In* 

V -own people though the failure ot a brothei mm- 
* iut-r In seventeen years, I have found it neces.- 
sarv in but one instance, and that was occasioned 
by a violent tempest. 

4th. Sabbath riding on exchanges, lends in¬ 
evitably to secularize the Sabbath not only m 
■community, but in the ministers own family. 
‘The Sabbath should he kept holy, not thuikit 0 
-our own thoughts, nor speaking’our own word*, 
nor doing our own pleasure on tins sacred.day 
Specially should this be done m the families ol 
ministers. If thc Sabbath can be kept holy where 
Sabbath riding on exchanges is practised, ' lx - 
lieve the influence of this practice is such, that it 
i*nrt*lv or never is thus kept. It w«« not long 
since I exchanged with a worthy brother 
stands high in New England, and went, as 
on Saturday. The distance was more than - -- 
ran miles. ‘He left home on Sabbath morning 
and, (strange to tell !) he took with him his oldest 
son’not fifteen years of age. and probably a hi¬ 
red’horse from the livery stah'e; nor was this 
the whole of this most melancholy matter. Af-

^ah." Sabbath riding on exchanges tends inevit- 
rblv to derange the sacred silence and holy employ¬ 
ment of the family to which the minister come* 
His horse must be disposed ot perha, 
his breakfast must be provided—hts razor used 
and the usual routine of complimentary conver- 
s-umn held—arid all this, it may be,just as the 
family are going out to the morning prayer meet- 
in- or the Sabbath school. Really, these are the 

most serious Sabbath interruptions of which my 

family have found reason to complain for the last 
ten years- all of which would he avoided, by 
giving up Sabbath riding. And the influence of 
keeping the Sabbath holy or of not keeping tt 
holv in a minister’s family is boundless. 

6th. Sabbath riding on exchange, 
often destroys a ministers usefulness. YU'fomat,

Sabbath School Libraries. 

The JLe'of'a S. S. library, as to its effe 
beeping ip an interest in the school, and in 
ing the 4bits and character of the scholars, is 
now universally acknowledged. But we usually 
find less system in its management, than in any 
other department of the school. The lihiaiy 
commonly does far less good than it is capable of 
doing. ; We shall speak on— 

1. Tie scppokt of the library. This may 
he dona either by subscriptions or by contnlm 
Both methods should occasionally he 
used. 'Scollrci'.-'iis should be made hum the 
mremsjaiid in a'lcis of the fthurch, and. never 
rout lip children. The. latter should always 
appropfctc their funds, to some’hehevoluit ohjc.cl. 

It is as liudh the duty of the parents lo furnish 
the bools far the S. S. library, as for the common 
school. An,a we may add, as much for their, 
interest There is no difficulty in obtaining funds 
for the iIn-ary to almost any amount, provided 
the sui riifhdent and pastor present suitable 
considt itioiis to the minds of parents. They 
need biM bejconvinced that it is for their interest, 
both tei poral and spiritual, to furnish their chil¬ 
dren nh instructive and profitable reading:— 

And th| ef easily be done. Only tell the |)a- 
retjts, if lelnrnish-their children with interest¬ 
ing bool, and talk about them, so that the chil¬ 
dren inf ktlw their parents take an interest Hi 
their relruij tlie etii'idren will imbibe a taste for 
reading; anjl thus, while Other children are 
' abroad,L-Ming their time and their money,and 
wast’Uigftluiil- clothes, and perhaps forming l)ad 
Inihitl iifvicius company,theirs will he at home, 
usefully&mfloyed in reading. This habit will 
go witlh.tlioichildren through life ; and next to 
vital pietv, the best security which parents can 
have,.when their children leave the paternal roof 
to prepare for active life, that they will he out of 
circuthstancls of temptation, nnd usefully ern- 
’ ployed ifj thrir leisure hours,—is a habit and cor-, 
i reel tBSK for reading. We have never known 
such irgimeiits presented to the minds of parents, 
without ‘being responded to. Iu one instance, 
the eSitq- took, charge of a Sabbath school, in 
which tl® library much wanted replenishing; but 
was lil by those who had tried, that probably 
not nMtliau five dollars could he collected for 
purjose. But without any solicitation, only 
bv piMusly convincing parents it was lot their 
inter.W to subscribe, and then putting subscription 
paper* into circulation, in a few days, thirty-five 
dollar* 'fere subscribed, besides nearly an equa 
| amount for Question books, Bible Dictionaries,
